Part of Contractor's Equip-

Work Proceeds On One Kind 
of Canal While Large 
Project Rejected 


A big dredge owned by the Mc- 
Williams Dredging Company of 
New Orleans went through the 
lake past Canal Point the first 
of the week en route to the Moore 
Haven-Clewiston sector to go on 
levee and canal construction. 

STUART, Dec. 12.—The dredge 
"Morrow" of New Orleans was tied 
up at the freight house dock Fri- 
day morning, having been towed 
here by two tugs from Fort Pierce. 
She left that morning for Lake 
Okeechobee, where she will be 
used by the government ín bulld- 
ing the dyke now being construct- 
ed there. 

The dredge is very. large, and 
it took her more than an hour 
and a half to get through the draw- 
bridge here. She draws four feet 
of water, but it is thought she will 
get through the canal without dif- 
ficulty. The Williams Dredging 
Company .of Chicago owns the 
dredge. s

COURT ORDER ON 
| FLOOD WORK TAX 


TAMPA, Dec. 12.—Three federal 
judges, sitting here yesterday in a 
suit attacking the validity of the 
Okeechobee flood control district, 
granted the state.of Florida, a de- 
fendant, a continuance and ap- 
pointed’ William Hunter, Tampa 
attorney, master to take testimony. 

The court was composed of Judge 
Rufus E. Foster of the United 
States circuit court of appeals of 
New Orleans, Judge Alexander 
Akerman of Tampa and Judge Hal- 
Stead Ritter of Miami. 

‘The suit, filed bere November 27 
by attorneys for the Empire Land 
Company ànd Terminal Land Com- 
pany, large property owners m t 
distriet, attacked the constitution- 
ality of Florida laws under which 
the district was established. They 
declared their land, in Hendry and 
Collier counties, is taxed althqugh 
it cannot possibly be benefitted. 
‘The plaintiffs are represented by 
R- A. Henderson, jr., and James A. 
Franklin. Fort Myers attorneys. 


Offical Review Made 
Of 1930-31 Bean Crop 


V. H. Nicholson, who was in 
charge of the market news bureau | 
last season, has written and the 
U..S. Department of Agriculture 
| has issued a report on the market- 
ing of the 1930-31 bean crop in 
south Flgrida. In the report Mr. 
| Nicholson says: 

"Most cariots of south Florida| 
beans were shipped to the large| 
terminal markets in the east or; 
middle west. During the winter 
months, probably as much as 7| 
per cent of the total shipments were 
eventually marketed in New York. 
During the months of December,| 
January, February, March and| 
April, about 65 per cent of the 
freight shipménts passed through 
Potomac Yards billed to New York. 
For the entire period from Novem- 
ber 15 to May 17, about 55 pec cent 
of the Florida freight shipments 
passed Potomac Yards billed to 
New York. 

“Philadelphia ranked second in 
importance, and about '12 per cent 
| of the cariot shipments-passed" Po- 
tomac Yards billed to that market. 
Other important markets for south 
| Florida beans included Boston, 
| Pittsburgh, Baltimore and Chicago.
